Several of the bankers seated close to 
Mr. Wade congratulated him at once and 
the scene ws not unlike that at the con- 
clusion of a derby race on a clubhouse por- 
tico, except that the participants were 
bankers. The result had not been offi- 
cially anounced, but the others present 
knew they had been defeated. Mr. Wade 
was not so jubilant. It was his first ex- 
perience. He remarked to Turner: 

“T haven't got them yet.”’ " 

Several bids had been read before Mr. 
Wade's was reached. The bonds run for 
10 years and draw 4 per vent. The prestige 
of buying an issue means much to a bank 
and, until recently, only New York banks 
were successfu] in the larger investments. 
Quite a colony of bankers gathered at the 
bureau room to hear the bids read. The 
first one picked up by Col. Fdwards was 
that of the International Banking Corpora- 
tion of New York. 

“That's my bank. They have imside in- 
formation, gentlemen,’’ was Col. Fdward's 
remark ag he read the title. 

Then he read the bid based on 1.07, and 
the bankers who had bid higher laughed 
and the others joined in.

James A. Finch, attorney for “Bill Ru- 
doiph, whose final recourse in the Supreme 
court foreled him when the court in bane 
G@enied a rehearing yesterday, says he will 
appeal to France if necessary as a final 
effort to save his client. 

Mr. Finch says this nove! action would 
be taken on the ground that Missouri vio- 
lated the third article of the “Louisiana 
Purchase’ treaty in bringing Rudotiph to 
trial on an INFORMATION a document 
sworn to by a prosecuting officer, because 
article 3 guarantees to all the inhabitants 
of the Louisiana Purchase the ‘‘immuni- 
tiles and security’ provided by the United 
States constitution and the fifth amend- 
ment of the constitution says no person 
shall be trie for felony except by due pro- 
sess of a GRANDJURY. 

The firet step to be taken by Attorney 
Finch, and his associate, Mr. Garstang, Is 
to sue out a writ of error for the purpose 
of carrying the case to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

The history of the Rudolph case is brief- 
iv as follows: He was tried and convicted 
in the criminal division of the 8t. Louis 
Circuit court. The case was appealed to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, many errots 
on the part of the trial court being alleged. 

The appeal was passed upon by Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court and the finding 
of the trial court was upheld. 

On a motion of Rudolph's attorneys the 
case was traneferred to the court en banc. 
The court en banc sustained the decision 
of Division No. 

Application for a rehearing was made to 
the court en banc and this was denied 
Friday. 

Attorney Finch said Saturday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: “We will now sue out 
a writ of error alleging that the (fifth 
amendment to the constitution has been 
Violated in that Rudolph was tried and 
convicted on an information instead of on 
a grand jury indictment and that there- 
fure the Missourt Supreme Court erred in 
not reversing the finding of ‘he trial court 
and granting a new trial.
